REPORT OF THE COUNCIL 

For 1913. 


The Council of the Royal Zoological and Acclimatisation Society 
of Victoria beg to submit their Fiftieth Annual Report to the 
subscribers and the public. 

This might be called the Jubilee Year of this Society, as the 
first report of the Council of the original Acclimatisation Society 
was for the year ending .30th, June 1862, and in that year the 
first buildings were erected in the newly-fonned Gardens in the 
Royal Park. Before that date a few animals and birds had been 
kept in the Botanical Gardens. Mr. Edward Wilson was the 
first President of the Society, and Mr George Sprigg the first 
Secretary. The early efforts of the Society were entirely given 
over to the work of acclimatisation. It was not until 1870 that 
the title was altered to that of the “ Zoological and Acclimatisa- 
tion Society of Victoria," and efforts made to import foreign 
animals for exhibition purposes only. 

Towards the end of last year 1913 Mr. William Warren resign- 
ed his seat on the Council in consequence of his having taken 
up his residence in Sydney. Mr. William Davidson, lately Inspec- 
tor-General of Public Works, was unanimously elected to take his

During the past year approximately 3+5,000 persons visited the 
Gardens, about 300,000 on Sundays and/ P ?,000 on week days. 
This does not include children from Charitable Institutions and 
State School classes, who were admitted free of charge. 

The receipts for the year at the entrance gates totalled 
£3231/8/7, being £170/3/11 more than last year, and from other 
sources totalled .£460/10, 10. 

Various improvements have been carried out during the year, 
all tending to increase and add to the attractiveness of the Gardens. 
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It was the intention of the Council to have built during the 
year a concrete structure for bears and leopards, but owing to 
other buildings having to be erected first, this had to be postponed, 
although a large drain has been constructed to drain the ground 
thoroughly, preparatory to erecting the buildings. 



The Council purchased a pair of young Giraffes in October last, 
and a large concrete house has been erected for their nse. The 
outside portion of this structure, which is over 30 ft. high, will 
shortly be completed, as well as the cement wall, by which part 
of the yard has been surrounded. A high iron fence in front 
has also been erected to prevent the animals from being fed by 
visitors. This work has been a large undertaking and probably 
will not be quite finished for another month yet. When it is done, 
portion of the surrounding fence will be removed, and the public 
admitted to the back part of the building, this ground is at pres- 
ent used as a reserve and for picnics. The whole structure will 

then appear like a large mound 
of rocks. The Giraffes them- 
selves, although young, are 
doing well and growing fast, 
and it is expected that this 
climate will suit them in every 
way. At present they are the 
only specimens in Australia. 
The back portion of the yard 
has been thickly planted with 
tree ferns, and these in them - 
selves will form a pleasant 
sight, especially during the 
summer months. There is a 
store for hay and similar 
material at the back of the 
Giraffe house. 

The Bear-pit, which was 
situated close by the last men- 
tioned work, has been entirely 
done away with and the occu- 
pants placed in ordinary cages 
instead of in a pit, as the

Council considers they will thrive better in their present 
environment. 

The female Hippopotamus arrived at the gardens early in the 
year. The Society now has a pair of these interesting animals. 
A new yard, with a capacious tank, has been made for their bene- 
fit, in front is a double iron fence in order to prevent visitors 
from getting too close to the animals, and at the back a wall has 
been made, and between the wall and yard, vegetation planted. 
The sleeping house is made principally from concrete. The 
Hippopotami are growing fast and evidently thriving -well in 
their new surroundings. 

The old wooden house beside the present Hippopotami’s yard 
has been removed, and the vacant space planted with palms and 
shrubs. The various eucalyptus trees in that neighbourhood 
have all been topped, bark taken off, and creepers planted beside 
each tree, and in course of time these will form a very beautiful 
and attractive exhibit in themselves. 

The paddock between this enclosure and that of the Polar Bears 
has been made larger, drained, laid down with grass and plant- 
ed with various shrubs, and a stone house erected therein for 
the use of the occupants. The banks of the large pond and island 
therein, adjacent to this have been relined. Round the pond and 
also on the island fresh shrubs have been planted and the level of 
the water raised. 

Three more concrete Deer-houses, representing natural rock, 
have been erected and are in occupation, also the back portion of 
all the Deer paddocks has been well drained and a double row of 
shrubs planted alongside, and in about two years the new build- 
ings will be practically embowered in vegetation and the fence 
covered with creepers, as the Council recognises the great value 
of vegetation in improving the appearance of the Gardens. 

The Snake-house, which was erected many years ago, will 
shortly be altered to enable its occupants to obtain more sun and 
fresh air than they get at presant. At one end of the building a 
wire netting structure has been erected, and a pond made therein; 
here the larger reptiles are able to bask, and the huge Python, 
over 24 ft. long, is able to take its prey in a less restricted area 
than was formerly the case. It is the intention of the Council to 
erect a similar wire enclosure at the other side of the Snake-house 
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for the larger Monitor Lizards, and similar cages, although on a 
smaller scale, will be provided for all the other compartments. 

The two curved ponds for Pacific and Silver Gulls have been 
partially completed and planted, and the birds placed therein; later 
on in the season more rockeries will be erected and the ground 
covered with sand. 

Much painting of fences and buildings has been done during the 
year, but, fortunately, this work grows less every year as the 
wooden buildings and fences are replaced by more substantial 
structures. Several hundred yards of tar-paving have been laid 
on the footpaths throughout the Gardens, and all the space just 
inside the main gate has been covered with this material. 

Many hundreds of trees and shrubs have been planted out, both 
on the footpaths and in the various enclosures; in a few years’ time 
during the summer the Gardens should be a mass of foliage. 
New paths have been made and gravelled, and opposite the main 
entrance the circular lawn has been enlarged and a rockery form- 
ed around the fountain. 

In the portion of the gardens near the Giraffe house many old 
pine trees have been cut down, new paths formed and palm trees 
planted, and the appearance of that part completely altered for the 
better. 

The large round pond near the Royal Park railway station 
has been completely cleaned out and twelve small islets made 
therein, these have all been planted and form a very pleasing 
addition to the landscape. The banks of the ponds and islets have 
also been lined with boards, and water lilies have been planted 
round the centre island, and reeds and other vegetation round the 
bank of the pond itself ; this work took a considerable time but 
was wel 1 worth the outlay. The portion of the the gardens sur- 
rounding this pond has also been planted with various trees and 
and grass sown. 

It is the intention of the Council to erect buildings and fence 
in special enclosures in which to exhibit various Australian 
animals aud birds, and with this object in view the Premier has 
kindly promised the sum of £200 for making a large new Kangaroo 
paddock. This work will be done shortly and when completed 
these animals will be seen to better advantage than they now are. 
Some Red Kangaroos were obtained from Riverina about four

months ago, one of which is very large, reaching a height of 6 ft. 

Much reticulation has been done throughout the grounds, but 
more is still needed, as the want of water is a great drawback to 
the appearance of the Gardens, especially in the matter of grass 
in the various enclosures, nearly all of which dries up in summer, 
leaving the ground bare and brown.

ANNUAL MEETING. 

The Fiftieth Annual Meeting of the Royal Zoological and 
Acclimatisation Society of Victoria was held at the Town 
Hall, Melbourne, on Monday, 2nd March, 1914. at 4 p.m. 
His Excellency Sir Arthur Stanley' kindly presided. 

The following members were present: — Colonel Ryan (Pre- 
sident), Messrs. T. R. James. C. D. Llovd, C. W. McLean, G. 
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Howat, W. Davidson, H. G. Turner, S. B. Backhouse, T. 
Braid, C. J. Peowrie, Councillor Fleming, and others. 

The Minutes of the last Annual Meeting were read and 
confirmed. 

The Annual Report and Statement of Accounts were taken 
as read, and their adoption moved by Colonel Ryan, who in 
doing so stated that the fiftieth meeting of the Society was 
an interesting event in its history, and if the Gardens con- 
tinued to progress at the rate they have, especially during the 
last few years, it is difficult to estimate the splendid Gardens 
our State will possess for the benefit of its people when the 
Centenary meeting of the Society takes place. 

These Gardens have been built up under many difficulties; 
the soil is very poor and being situated on the crest of rising 
ground, soon dries up in summer. In the course of a few 
years all the footpaths will be shaded by the trees that have 
been planted down their centres, and the same will apply 
to the various enclosures for deer and other animals. The 
Council desires to keep these Gardens up to a high standard 
and the fact of their having on exhibition Giraffes, Hippopo- 
tami, American Bison, etc., shows that this is so. The old 
wooden buildings are being gradually removed and their 
places being occupied by concrete structures resembling 
natural rocks. These buildings will recpiire no painting or 
up-keep and do not in any way overshadow' the animals. 

The large attendance of about 400.000 visitors last year 
show's that the public appreciates the work of the Society in 
this respect. 

Sir Robert Best seconded the adoption of the Report and 
Statement of Accounts, and in doing so stated that he 
heartily agreed with Colonel Ryan as to the improvements 
that had lately been effected in the Gardens and their value 
to the public from an educational point of view, and he 
trusted that the income of the Society would enable much 
more to be done. 

On the motion of Councillor Fleming, Messrs. A. Rutter 
Clarke, C. W. McLean and G. Howat, who had attended the 
fewest number of meetings during the year, were re-elected 
as members of the Council. 
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• Colonel Ryan was unanimously re-elected President for the 
ensuing year on the motion of the Lord Mayor, who said the 
esteem in which the Colonel was held and his well-known 
love for Natural History, was known to all; he had been an 
active member of the Council for twenty years, which alone 
showed the great interest he took in the work of the Society. 
Colonel Ryan thanked the Society for the honour they had 
done him and said that he was only too pleased to help its 
interests in any way that lay in his power. 

Colonel Ryan moved, and Mr. T. Braid seconded, that 
Messrs. C. I). Lloyd and C. W. McLean be re-elected as Vice- 
Presidents of the Society, stating at the same time the active 
interest both these gentlemen took in the work of the Society. 

Mr. T. R. James was unanimously re-elected as Honorary 
I reasurer, on the motion of Mr. Davidson, and referred to 
the thorough way in which that gentleman carried out his 
duties ; he had not been absent from one Council meeting 
during the past year. 

1 he Lord Mayor moved a cordial vote of thanks to His 
Excellency Sir Arthur Stanley for so kindly presiding at the 
Annual Meeting, and stated the pleasure it gave the Society 
to welcome him at the first meeting he had presided at in 
\ ictoria. They were very pleased also that His Excellency 
and Lady Stanley had been able to visit the Zoological 
Hardens and view the collection there. 

Mr. Lloyd said that it gave him great pleasure to second 
the vote of thanks on behalf of the Society. 

His Excellency in replying said that it gave him great 
pleasure to preside at the Annual Meeting of the Society, and 
in looking over the Report he was glad to notice that the 
Society had one day in the week on which the charge to the 
Gardens was merely nominal, and that thereby the masses 
were able to visit the Gardens. The number of visitors on 
that day showed how highly they appreciated the collection 
of animals on view. lie also admired the fine collection 
and the houses being erected for them, and he and Lady 
Stanley and their son much enjoyed their visit there, and 
trusted to go many times again.

REGULATIONS 

MADE BY THE COI NCIL OF THE 

ROYAL 

Zoological and Acclimatisation Society 

Pursuant to the Zoological and Acclimatisation Society Incorporation Act, 
No. 794, I 884 , Section 8, 
and approved by the Governor-in-Council. 


1. Membership. — A subscriber of one guinea annually shall be en- 
titled to a family ticket to admit liiinself and family to the gardens. The 
financial year terminates 31st December. And a contributor of ten guin- 
eas or upwards in one sum shall be a life member of the Society, and 
shall have the same privileges as the holder of a family ticket. Any per- 
son who has rendered special services to the Society may be elected an 
honorary member by the council, and shall have the same privileges as 
the holder ofa family ticket. Members of the council of the Society and 
the directors have power to admit visitors to the colony free of charge to the 
gardens. 

2. Election of Council. — At the annual meeting to be held in the 
month of February, 1885, nine members, comprising the whole of the 
elected members of the council, shall be elected by ballot, and thereafter 
the president, vice-presidents, and treasurer shall annually retire from 
office, and also three other members of council (namely, those who have 
attended the fewest meetings of the council since their appointment) shall 
retire annually, but shall be eligible for re-election, subject to Regulation 
No. 9. 

3. Vacancy in Council, how supplied.— In the case of a vacancy 
occurring by the death, resignation, or non-attendance of any member of 
the council for a period of two months without leave of the council, the 
remaining members shall, in due course, appoint another member of the 
Society to be a member of the council in the place and stead of the 
member who shall so die, resign, or absent himself ; but such new member 
shall be nominated at an ordinary meeting of the council prior to the 
meeting at which he is elected. 

f: Council to fill up Vacancies.— In case of a vacancy occurring by 
the death or resignation of the president, vice-president, or honorary 
treasurer, the council may appoint from amongst themselves, or the other 
members of the Society, a person to fill the vacancy so occurring, and 
the person elected shall hold office only until the next annual meeting, 
but shall be eligible for re-election for the subsequent year. Provided that 
such vacancy shall not be filled up unless 7 days' notice in writing shall 
have been sent to each member of the council, stating the vacancies which 
it is proposed to fill up. 


5. Eligibility of Members of Council. — No person shall be eligible as a 
member of council unless he be a subscriber to the funds of the Society of at 
least one guinea per annum, and any member of council whose subscription 
shall be in arrear for three months after his subscription is payable shall 
cease to be a member of council. Provided that this rule shall not apply to 
persons who may have become life members of the Society, by a payment of 
ten guineas, or who may be honorary members of the Society ; and provided 
also that a month’s notice in writing shall be sent to the member so in 
arrear before his place can be filled up. 

6. Meetings of Council. — The council shall meet at least once a 
month, three members to form a quorum, and transact the business of the 
Society. And the director shall have power to call a special meeting of the 
council whenever occasion may require. 

7. Minutes of Proceedings.— Minutes shall be made in books kept for 
the purpose of all proceedings at general meetings of the members, and 
minutes shall also be made of the proceedings of the council at their general 
and special meetings, and of the names of the members attending the same, 
and such minutes shall be open to inspection by any member of the Society 
at all reasonable times. 

8. Moneys to be paid to Treasurer. — All subscriptions and other 
moneys received on account of the Society shall be paid to the treasurer, or 
some person authorised by him, who shall place the same in a bank, to be 
named by the council, to the credit of the Society ; and no sum shall be paid 
on account of the Society until the same shall have been ordered by the 
council, and such order be duly entered in the book of the proceedings of 
the council, and all cheques shall be signed by the treasurer as such, and be 
countersigned by the president or one of the vice-presidents, and by the 
director. 

9. Annual Meeting. — An annual meeting of members shall be held 
in the month of February' in each year, and the council shall report their 
proceedings during the past year, and shall produce their accounts duly 
audited for publication; and the meeting shall elect by ballot the office- 
bearers for the ensuing year, and fill up any vacancy which may exist in the 
council. 

10. Medals. — No medal of the Society shall be awarded to any person 
except by vote of at least seven members of council, present at a council 
meeting, and after notice of motion for awarding such medal shall have been 
given at the next preceding meeting of the council. 

11. Time of Gardens Opening and Closing. — The gardens are open 
from half-past 9 a.m. till half-past 4 p.m. in winter, and 6 p.m. in summer, 
except On Sundays, when the gates are not opened until half-past 1 p.m., 
and close at 5.30" p.m. 

12. Dogs not allowed in Gardens. — Visitors are not allowed to bring 
dogs into the gardens. A penalty of two pounds is imposed for an offence 
against this regulation, in addition to which the owner of any* dog found in 
the gardens will be held responsible for any damage done by such dog. 

13. Prohibitions — Visitors are especially prohibited from teasing or 
disturbing the animals or birds; also from interrupting the workmen by 
conversation or otherwise ; also from leaving bottles, broken glass or 
crockery, paper, or litter of any kind in the gardens ; from lighting any fire 
therein ; from posting any bills on the fences, houses or trees ; and from 
playing cricket, football, or other games within the gardens. A penalty of 
ten shillings is imposed for an offence against this regulation. 
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14. Children unprotected, not allowed in Gardens.— Children under 
twelve years of age will not be allowed within the gardens unless with a 
parent or other adult, and if found therein may be expelled therefrom. 

15. Prohibitions. — Walking across the shrubberies or flower borders, 
pulling flowers or branches from the plants, shrubs, or trees, standing upon 
or climbing over any of the fences, climbing trees or bird-nesting, cutting 
names or letters or marks of any kind, or writing on any of the seats, or 
trees or fences, or any building erected for the accommodation of the public, 
are strictly prohibited. A penalty of ten shillings is imposed for an offence 
against this regulation. 

1 6. Entrance Except by Gate Prohibited.— Entering the gardens by 
climbing over the fences or by any gate other than the one by which the 
public are admitted, or without having paid the charge for admission, or 
intering into those parts of the grounds which are specially closed for 
plantation or oilier purposes is strictly prohibited. A penalty- of not less 
than twenty shillings is imposed for an offence against this regulation. 

17. Smoking Prohibited. — Smoking in the summer time, at such 
times as may seem necessary to the director for the safety of the gardens 
and the property therein, is prohibited, and at such times notices to that 
effect will be posted at the gates. A penalty of five shillings is imposed for 
an offence against this regulation. 

18. Expulsion OH Misbehavior. — Any person found in a state of 
intoxication, or behaving in a disorderly manner, or creating or taking 
part in any disturbance, or committing any act of indecency, or swearing, 
or using bad language, or committing a breach of any of the above regula- 
tions, may be forthwith removed from the gardens, and any member of the 
Society so misbehaving shall cease to be a member. 

19. Preaching or public harangues, whereby a crowd is collected within 
the gardens, or on the grounds under the control of the council of the 
Society, are strictly forbidden. A penalty of five pounds is imposed for an 
offence against this regulation. 

20. No person shall be permitted, without the permission of the Council, 
.o carry on any traffic whatsoever, or distribute handbills in the gardens. A 
penalty of twenty shillings is imposed for an offence against this regulation. 

21. No musical baud or other instrumental or vocal preformers shall be 
permitted to preform in the gardens unless with the express permission of 
the director. A penalty of two pounds is imposed for an offence against 
this regulation. 

22. Charges for Admission. — On Sundays non-subscribers shall be ad- 
mitted to the gardens upon payment of one penny for each adult, and one 
halfpenny for each child under the age of twelve years and over the age of 
three years, but children under the age of three years shall be admitted 
free. On all other days of the week non-subscribers shall be admitted to the 
gardens upon payment of sixpence for each adult and threepence for each 
child under the nge of twelve years, but on any day (except Sunday) upon 
which an instrumental concert shall be given in tile gardens, the Society 
shall be at liberty to charge non-subscribers the sum of one shilling for each 
adult and sixpence for each child under the age of twelve years. On 
application to the director state schools and private schools shall (excepting 
on Sunday) be admitted on payment of one-half the charges for admission 
hereby prescribed. On Sundays and all other days of the week subscribers 
and members of the Society shall be admitted free. 

2.H. Repeal of Pre existing Rules.— All rules and regulations of the 
Society in force prior to its incorporation and up to the date of these regula- 
tions coming into effect are hereby repealed.
